MEANING OF FLAG OF 
UNITED STATES 


Washington, June 15.—Waving 
his hand: toward an American 
flag hoisted by a squad of ravy 
bluejackets, President Wilson to 
a great crowd assembled today 
before the ‘state, war and navy 
departments to celebrate Flag 
Day, said that, fiying over a re- 
united nation, this banner for 
the future was “meant to stand 
for the just use of undisputed 
national power.”’ 

“I sometimes wonder why ten 
take this flag and flaunt it,’’ said 


the president. ‘‘If:I am respect- 
oer ae MOE imve te detios 


ind re=

spect. If I am-feared I do not 
have to ask for fear. If my pow- 
er is known I do not have to 
proclaim it. I do not understand 
the temper, neither does this 
nation understand the temper of 
men who tse this flag bodstfully. 

“This flag I flutter is meant to 
stand for the just use of undis- 
puted national power. No nution 
is ever going to doubt our pow- 
er to assert its rights, and- we 
should lay it to heart that no 
nation. shall ever henceforth 
doubt our purpose to‘put it to 
the highest uses to which a great 
emblem. of justice and govern- 
ment can be put. 

“Tt is henceforth to stand for 
self possession, for dignity, for 
the assertion of right of une na- 
tion to serve the other nations 
of the world,‘an emblem that will 
not condescend to be used for 
purposes of aggression and self 
aggrandizement; that. is too 
great to be debased by selfish- 
ness; that has vindicated its 
right to be honored by all na- 
tions of the world and feared by 
none who do righteousness. 

“Is it not a proud thing to 
stand under such an emblem, 
would it not be a pitiful thing, 
ever to make avcelopy and ex- 
planation of anything done und- 
er the leadership of this flag cer- 
ried in the van? Js it not a sol- 
emn responsibility laid upon us 
to, lay aside a bluster and assume 
that much greater thing, the 
(yuretude of genuine power? So it 
seems to me that it is my privil-

THE BUTTER USERS. 


Ottawa, June 15.—Based on 
the new dairy act, passed this 
session, regulations have Leen 
passed effective September 1, ond 
providing fined of from $19 to 
$30 for each offence_in cases __ of 
improper marking of butter “end 
cheese. 

Butter containing whey is to be 
marked when sold as whey but- 
ter. Mixtures of creamery and 
dairy butter are to be branded 
as dairy butter. Cheese into the 
manufacture of which skimmed 
milk has entered, must be brand- 
ed on leaving the factory with 
the words “skimmed milk cheese” 
No person is to use the word 
Canada in butter and cheese 
packages unless the product has 
actually been made in Canada.

MUCH PUBLIC WORK IN ALL 
PARTS OF CANADA. 


Ottawa, June 15.—Works — ag- 
gregating in cost $46,000,000 
are being started by the public 
works department, operations 
having been held back while — the 
parliament voted the money.

Care should be taken by ‘the 
farmers in loading into the wag- 
ons, and if you have good iacilit- 
ies for loading on the farm, te- 
lieve it is money well spent to 
construct a suitable chute or ap- 
proach to your wagons. The 
chutes should be stripped on the 
bettom so that the hog will not 
slip and can walk into the wag- 
on with ease, Also would recom- 
mend atrongly that you fix a yar- 
row alleyway to the chute with a 
gate on the end, so that alf the 
hogs can be put fn at onee with- 
out any chasing or over-heating 
in the yards, Also see that no 
nails are protruding from the 
boards, alleywav, yards or chute 
with which the hogs can come in 
contact. 

Then, in unloading your hogs 
at the scales, do not punch them 
with the wagon rod, as is often 


done, because every time jou do
